Scuoor No. 2 had two terms; first term of 8 weeks, was 
taught by Miss M. Alice Leavitt. Miss Leavitt tried hard to 
advance the pupils up the ‘‘hard hill,” with good success. 

Whole number of scholars, 12; average, 12." Last term of 12 
weeks, with 16 scholars in all; average 13, was taught by Miss 
Sadie E. Neal, who is an active and faithful teacher. Order, 
the best. Both teachers gave perfect satisfaction. Wages per 
month, $24.00, for both terms, including board. 

ScHoor No. 3 had two terms; first term of 8 weeks, had 14 

~ Scholars ; average, 13, and a second term of 14 weeks, had 13 
scholars; average 12. Both terms were taught by Mrs. Min- 
nie A. Bickford, who has had much experience as a teacher in 
our schools, and did excellent work in this. She is one of our 
best teachers. Wages per month, $26.00. 

Scuoot No. 4. Miss Julia A. Davis had charge of this 
school for the season. Miss Davis. is a competent and consci- 
entious teacher, and, as a result of her faithful labor at the close, 
her school was a model one in the deportment, recitations and 
advancement, of her pupils. First term had 9 weeks, with 20 
scholars; average, 19. Last term 14.8 weeks, with 25 scholars; 
average, 20. Wages per month, $26.00. 

ScHoot No. 6. First term of 7 weeks, was taught by Miss 
Sadie E. Neal. Whole number of scholars, 7; average, 6. 

Wages per month, $24.00. In report for No. 2, we havesaid 

what we thought of her ability as a teacher. Last term, of 12 
weeks, was under the care of Miss Jennie Chapman, who is not 
only a live ** go ahead” teacher, but has the happy faculty of in- 
teresting her scholars, especially the little ones, and fine tact in 
teaching and managing her school. | Whole number of scholars, 

10; average, 9.1. Wages per month, $24.00. (17) 
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ScHoot No. 7. This school is in union with Laconia. This 
school had three terms; with Miss Julia A. Eaton as teacher, 
and it is enough to say that her efforts in this school fully jus- 
tified the praise she has received as a teacher in former school 
reports, and that she was the right teacher in the right place. 

Progress of the school excellent, and the results satisfactory 
to all interested. First term had 8 weeks, with 7 scholars from 
Meredith; average, 6. The second term, 7 weeks, with 12 
scholars; average, 11. Third term 7 weeks, 6 scholars in all: 
average ). Wages, first term, $28.00 per month. Wages, 
second and third terms, $30.00 per month. 

ScHoot No. 8. This school had three terms. First term of 
10 weeks, had 13 scholars; average, 12; second term, 173; aver- 
age, 16; third term, 19; average, 17.

Wages 
per month, $18.00. 

Scnoot No. 16 anp 17 had three terms. The first term had 
8 weeks, and the next two of 7 weeks each, The first was 
taught by Miss Cora A. Plummer, who needs no eulogy to es- 
tablish her reputation as a teacher. The second, and _ third 
terms were taught by Miss Edith K. Webster, who: kept a very 
good school, and I think, gave very good satisfaction. | Whole 
number of pupils, 14; average attendance for the year, 8. 
Wages per month, $19.50. 

Whole number of scholars in the town reported as attending 
school not less than two weeks, 369. The number attending 
to the different branches are as follows:— _ Reading, 3674: 
Spelling, 3674; Penmanship, 2983; Arithmetic, 2974; Geogra- 
phy, 1834; Grammar, 1184; U.S. History, 462; Physiology, 
25; Physical Geography. 124; Composition. 344; Philosophy, 
104; Astronomy, 64; Book-Keeping, 34; Algebra, 184; Geom- 
etry. 5; Civil Government, 3. 
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In presenting this report we can justly say.our schools have 
been, with few exceptions, all that could be expected, for, gen- 
erally we had faithful, competent and hard working teachers, 
who had a love for their noble calling, and a kindly sympathy 
and tender care for those under their charge, which could only 
result in excellent schools. We are pleased to say the teachers’ 
registers are nearly all correct, and a great improvement on for- 
mer ones. It is very gratifying to those who love, and cherish 
our public schools, that the town votes, without dissent, $600. 
or more than 40 per cent of what is required by law, to length- 
en out our schools; and well they may, for 19 in every 20 of 
our children have no other chance for schooling, as statistics 
show. With this in view, how important it is that scholars 
should attend our short schools every day, if possible, and that 
parents should feel the great wrong they do their children when 
they permit them to stay out of school, which to the children 
will be closed, so soon, forever. 

Our text books were made for long, city schools and have too 
many details and refinements, that are obstacles and rubbish in 
the way of the learner in our short country schools. It takes a 
wise and discriminating teacher to sift out and lay before their 
pupils, the meat, the gist, or what is most useful to be found 
in these comprehensive books. 

If we are to go along with the town school system, we hope 
the next Legislature will have the power, the courage and con- 
sistency, to crowd the special districts into the town school sys- 
tem, as they crowded us in 1885, if said special districts do not 
sooner take the plunge voluntarily, and thus give the whole 
town a common interest in our common schools.

REPORT OF 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
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We believe the schools under our charge have been success- 
fully conducted during the past year. Owing to the large 
number of scholars in the primary and intermediate departments, 
the total attendance in those two schools being 118, the Board 
thought advisable to make three schools out of the two. This 
was done with the most gratifying results. 

Believing that the future usefulness and success of the 
children of the Village depends very largely on their educa- 
tion we, have endeavored to make the schools as efficient as 
the means at our disposal would allow, and to secure as far as 
possible the regular attendance of all the children. 

The Primary department was again under the kind and ex 
cellent care of Miss M. A. Clough. Two terms of ten, and one 
of six weeks. Numberof pupils, 49. Wages, $7. per week. 

The Intermediate department was again taught by Miss M. 
K. Bedee, with all of her former excellent success. ‘Two terms 
of ten, and one of six weeks. Number of pupils, 69. Wages, 
$8. per week. (22) 


The Grammar department, which was under the instruction of 
Miss M. E. Cram, exhibited as usual the ability of its teacher, 
and the industry and success of its scholars. Number of pu- 
pils, 59. Three terms of ten weeks each. Wages, $9.00 per 
week. 

The High school has been taught by Mr. Chas. W. Bickford 

a graduate of Dartmouth, a thorough scholar, and a teacher 
of much promise. The examinations show that the school 
has maintained its usual high rank and good progress. Three 
terms of ten weeks each. Number of pupils, 36. Wages, 
$12.50 per week. 

The one term in the Summer with scholars taken from the 
primary and intermediate departments, was taught by Miss H. 
A. Boomhower, of Vermont, who, with a large fund of knowl- 
edge, exhibited marked ability and success in teaching and inter- 
esting her pupils.
